“Liberty, May let 1834. 

Dear Brethren.— There are great moves in 
the west. ‘Last week an alarm was spread in 
Jackson county, the seat of iniquity and blood- 
sited, that the ““Motmons” were crossing the 
Missouri, to take possession of their lande, and 
nearly alt the county turned out, · prepared for 
war:“ on Saturday and on Sunday took the 
field, near old McGeee, above Blue; but no 
Mormons came; neither did Arthur go over to 
ee about his spilt so that the scene 
closed by burning ont houses, or many of them. 
Our people had about one hundred and séven- 
ty buildings in Jackson, and a bénfire of heat- 
ty all of them at once, must have made « light 
large enough to have glared on the dark deed 
and cup of iniquity running over, at midnight. 

**The crisiehas come, alt who will not take 
up arms with the mob and ptepare to fight the 
* Mormous,” have to leave Jackson county. I 
understand some have left the county because 
they refused to fighten innocent people. It 
is said the mob will hold a „general muster“ 
thie week forthe purposo of learning who is 
who. They begin to elip over the Missouri 
and commit emal depreda'iens upon our breth- 
ren settled near the river, as we a reason to 
believe. 

It ie said to be enough to shot the stoutest 
heart to witness the drinking, swesring, end 
ravings of the most of the mob: nothing but 
the power of God can stop them in their latter 
day crusade against the Church of Christ: 

Our brethren are very industrious in putting 
in spring crops; and they are generally in good 
health, and the fei:bful in strong faith of a

Dear Sir: Your favor of the 20th ult., came 
to hand the Ist inst., which gives us a gleam of 
hope that the ‘time will come whet we may 
experience a partie! mitigation of our suffer- 
ings. The salutary advicé at the conclusion 
of your letter is rece ived with great deference. 
Since our last of the 24th ult., the mob 6f 
Jaeksor. county have burned our dweltings jas 
neat ae we can ascertain, between one hundred 
ond one hundred and fifty were consumed by 


fire in about one week} our arms were also ta- 


ken from the depository (the Jail) about ten 
days since and distributed among the mob. 
Great efforts are now making by said mob to 
stir up the ‘citizens. of this county and Lafay- 
ette, to similar outrages against us, bat we 
think they will fait of accomplishing their 
wicked designs in this county. We here an- 
nex a copy of the petition to the President, 
signed by about one hundred and twenty.

The curse was taken from 
him, or at least, in part; one of his thigh bones 
was broken, by &@ stone flung from a sling, | 
While in battle yearsbefore his death. He was 
killed in battle, by the artow found among bie 
ribs, daring the last great struggle of om 1 
and Nephites. 
 Continuipg otf journey on the 4th we en- 
camped on the banks of the Mississippi river, at 
this place we were somewhat afflicted, and our 
enemies re that we shoald got 
cross over into Miesduri. The river being near- 
ly one mile ans a half wide and having but one 
fer; boat, it look two days fur us to pase vet. 
While some were ferrying others were engaged 
in ‘bunting, fishing, Ko.: we arrived we en- 
campéd on the bank, within the limits of Mis- 
souri.

The day of af) others sacred to devotion 
among civilized people, isa day of unneusl 
festivity in Mexico. It would seem that every 
other day in the week is passed in listledeners 
and indifference; bat ‘al that is gay. animated, 
und amusing, is ved for Sunday. A

‘fhoticing the crowded und fashion which 
the bathed rel te’ morning mitts, deséribes 
the goy e, ‘when the mass is over: All. 
says he ‘is bustle and animation. At a corner 
of the great square are suspended large placards 
on which the nature of the day% amusenrent is 
depicted in every variety of color. Here isa 
pictorial illustration of the most prominent at- 
tractions at the great theatre, which, in com-

A little further on is a full length figure of Fi- 
gare, which dra v your attention to the lasei-
